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The Otis Baptist Church was started in 1917 by a group of ‘women from 
Otis. The building was completed in 1925. Over the next nearly 60 years 
the church has operated as a seasonal work. In the spring of 1984, a 
group of laymen from Columbia Street Baptist Church in Bangor for- 
mulated plans to reopen the church on a year round basis. Working 
together with people from Otis, the church reopened on May 20, 1984. 
Services are now held each Sunday at 10:00 A.M.

I hereby submit my fourth annual report as your Superintendent 
of Schools:

The salaries are shared with Mariaville with the exception of con- 
tracted transportation and speech. Gerard Wilbur is serving as 
Chapter I Teacher on a substitute basis. 

Fred Ketchum, teacher of grades 6, 7, 8 and Princial submitted his 
resignation effective the end of the school year, June 1984. Hollis 
Hills, former teacher of grades 7 and 8 and Principal at the Trenton 
Elementary School for several years, was elected to fill this vacancy. 
Mr. Hills graduated from the University of Maine at Machias with a 
Bachelor of Science degree. 

The new position that was made possible by a grant from Chapter 
I ECIA funds for last year, was very successful and is being con- 
tinued this year. Mrs. Jennie Gray started the year with us, but had 
to take the remainder of the year off. At present, Gerard Wilbur is 
filling this position. We all miss Mrs. Gray and wish her a speedy 
recovery. 

During the summer, we had all classrooms and halls painted with 
cheerful colors. Following this activity, members of the School Board 
did the customary routine cleaning. We certainly appreciated the 
new look and all the work that went into this project.

Many of you may have noticed that we added a new piece of 
playground equipment. This was made possible by the Parent 
Teachers’ Organization. All other equipment was repaired and put 
back in use. 

This past year, we looked into various ways to build a new school 
for the children of Otis and Mariaville, should we receive State ap- 
proval. The most popular plan at this time seemed to be a Community 
School District. I would suggest if there is still an interest, you may 
wish to pursue this further. 

Starting in September of 1985, we will implement the new Maine 
Education Reform Act of 1984 by establishing a Kindergarten. The 
expense for this class will be paid for by the State for the first two 
years and then we shall include this as part of our regular expen- 
ditures. 

As many of you may know, this fourth annual report will be my 
last as your Superintendent of Schools and will end a career of 
thirty-five years in public education. 

I have thoroughly enjoyed my association with past and present 
Board Members, school staff, students and the school community, 
other elected officials who have been most cooperative, all citizens 
of Otis, and, especially, the various organizations who continue to 
make our school a true learning environment for all students. 

Following this report is a summary of the 1983-84 expenses, the 
1984-85 budget and the proposed budget for the 1985-86 school 
year.

We have examined the financial accounting and related records 
that are required to be consistent with State of Maine standards as 
applicable to the Town of Otis, Maine for its fiscal year ended June 
30, 1984, the purpose being compliance with the requirement of an 
annual post audit. To the extent applicable to existing local govern- 
mental circumstances, the audit procedures included, but were not 
limited to, the provisions established by the State by virtue of Title 
30, Section 5253, Revised Statutes of Maine as amended, but were 
extended to include such further detail considered to be necessary 
under the circumstances. The element of compliance with regula- 
tions was applicable to ‘‘Revenue Sharing”’ funds together with ap- 
propriate comments and schedules. Our examination was in accor- 
dance with generally accepted auditing standards and the prin- 
ciples as applied to a municipal unit of government as set forth in the 
Standards for Audit of Governmental Organizations, Programs, Ac- 
tivities, and Functions issued in 1972 by the Comptroller General of 
the United States.
